To THE Eurron or THe Earrriax Gazerte.” 
Sir,—We have the honoor to iaform yoo 
that we have been throogh the article inssrted 
in the number 7592 of yoor periodical dated 
the 7th September under the heading "Ex. 
traordinary Statements, Complaints in Bug 
land against the Sanitary Administration.“ 


The purport of thy statement inserted by the og 


“Chemist and Droggist” bas been given to the 

above periodical by, we darewsy, an unreliable 
sourcé of information, and it is quite necessary 
to point out here ail the real circamstances of 
the fact. It is to be borne in mind, that the 
pew Egyptian Law for Pharmacies enacted 
that no obe can deal with the pharmacist work 
without holding a special diploma for that 
purpose. The consequence of such a measure in 
a country where many people are dealing from 
long and long time with the pharmacist work, 
was livelihood shoald be broken 
owing tö the fast that such people are unable 
to y with the exigencies of the new Law. 
A transitory measore was then necessary in 
order to av them from the bad condition in 
which they should have been thrown in vir- 
tually by the above law. Indeed a proposal has 
been made to the Sanitary Administration by 
the Qoalified Pharmacist Committee to the 
effect that all the persons who are working-in 
the various pharmacies of tha town from seve- 
ral years and have got a certain experience in 
such a special work without having a diploma, 
would be examined in order to be granted, if 
they are sucoessfal, with a certificate of Assis- 
tant Phsrmacist. Certainly for such an exam, a 
curricalum of Pharmasy should have been 
established for this parpose, but the Sanitary 
Administration bas not prepared any pro- 
gramme for such a carricolam, becauee it has 
not yet officially approved the proposal of the 
Pharmacists Committee. The “Mokattam” in 
due of ita last numbers having stated that 
véry likely an examination for us will be held 
néxt December, we have been compelled to 
be taught with some elementary principles of 
the pharmacist science from an experienced 
add well-qaalified man, We have selected 
fot this purpose M. Bahari, who after 
having been authorised by bis chiefs on 
acbount of his being a Government official, 
is giving us lectores io bis private laboratory 
from nearly a month. We may add that the 
lessons given to us by Mr. Bahari are bated on 
a programme prepared by the Pharmacists 
Committee and not by the Sanitary Adminis- 
tration, as this Department has not yet offi- 
cidllly approved the application of the aforesaid 
committee as said above. As for the fees paid 
to M. Bshari they are the following: 

P. T. 250 per month for those among us who 
ars owners of pha:macier, and their number 
does not exceed four. 

P. T. 80 to 160 per month paid by 20 stu- 
dents, each proportionately to his monthly 
salary. . 

Lectures free of charge are given to those 
who have a monthly salary not exceeding £5, 
although they hsve offered to Mr. Bahari a 
monthly fee of P. T. 50 each, and Mr. Bahari’ 
refused it entire'y. The number of these per- 
sons does not exceed ten. 
Tube lectares are given twice a week from 
10.80 p.m. to 12.30 a.m. and as there are no 
special books for such lectares, (he book 
“L'Assistant da Phermacien by Prof. O. 
Dinkler shonld be on sale by the Library 
Diemer not before next October) Mr. Bahari is 
writing always the lectare be is giving to us, 
and a copy of it is by him delivered to us as 
well. Bach lecture requires a preparation for
